The plan adopted by the association 
is for each member to place with the 
secretary an order for the amount of 
, groceries he needs to last him for 
such a length of time. All orders in, 
the secretary advances the money to 
th e wholesale houses, ilhlch, it Is said, 
are St. Louis firms, after which the 
goods, are sent to Setlalia in care of 
th e secretary. 
The freight on the consignment is 
prorated among the members, who, in 
turn, receive their share of the sum

Unfair Methods. 
F« 'irmers are often called conserva­ 
tive hut it n eed s a stronger word to 
describe the iMtrons of a chee-e fac­ 
tory who vote to discontinue paying 
for milk on the basis of the hiuter-fat 
test. 
I have in mind a certain factory 
where milk had been paid for accord­ 
ing to test for two or three seasons, 
conclusively proving to some of the 
patrons that their herds were a losing 
proposition, and to others that they 
w'ere securing a good profit. 
Did the 
owners of the worthless cows dispose 
of them? 
Not at all. 
They voted to 
return to the old order of things and 
sell their milk by weight. 
In plain 
words, because they were in the ma­ 
jority they forced their more enlight­ 
ened neighbors to give them alms, to 
share their profits to make up the de­ 
ficiencies of the worthless cows. 
Un­ 
fortunately for the interests of good 
stock there are still too many 
fac­ 
tories that buy milk at so much a hun­ 
dredweight. Needless to say they are 
not located in the best dairy sections. 


Keeping the Cows Clean. 
Cows can be kept clean 
in 
the 
stables by a little attention to the 
length of the standing doors and the 
height of same. If the place on which 
a cow stands is too long she will be­ 
come dirty and it will be practically 
impossible to keep her clean. 
If the 
length of the platform is just great 
enough so that the droppings will fall 
beyond it, the cow will he kept clean 
with ease. Cows differ in length, and 
this difference may be made up for by 
adjusting the tying arrangements of 
the cows to suit each case. 
It is a 
great thing to be able to keep the 
cows clean, through the entire win­ 
ter, but this can easily be done.

The quality of feed for farm ani­ 
mals is as important as quantity. 
Under salting butter is poor econ­ 
omy. 
Nothing is so apparent as the 
lack of salt In dairy products. 
Never closely cover milk still warm 
with animal heat. 
This will cause It 
to hold a f^tid, cowy odor, and pro­ 
motes the growth of bacteria that 
hasten souring. 
The average size of the farm dairy 
herd is three or four cows. 
These 
can be made a source of great profit. 
Roots and silage are about equal in 
value for fattening wether lambs. 
If 
any difference It is in favor of the 
roots. 


Larger Herds. 
The urgent need of the dairy inter­ 
ests are larger herds, better care and 
feed, utmost cleanliness and applica-

Mrs. Bradley Saw a Letter Written to 
Mrs. Adams and the Trag­ 
edy Followed. 


New’ Yoii;, Dec. 13.— .Mrs. Annie C. 


Adams, mother ci 51 ande Adams, ad­ 


mitted yesterday that she probably 
was the innocent cause of the fatal 
shooting of ex-Senalor Arthur Brown, 
of Utah, ill Washington, by 51 rs. Anna 
Bradley. 
“ Mrs. Bradley’s grievances v ere not 
Imaginary: they were real,” said 51 rs. 
Adams, when seen lit the Grand Un­ 
ion hotel yesterday. 
“ Í could have 
undoubtedly prevented the shooting if 
I had had a chance. 
I am disturbed 
that the police have taken possessioti 
of a bundle of letters found in ex-Seii- 
ator Brown’s possession, and which 
I wToie him. 
W e were clcse i>ersonal 
friends and I can explain everything 
in the letters. 
“ It is true that ex-Senator Brown 
was to have met me here this week. 
He w'as my personal counsel, but our 
meeting was not necessarily to have 
been a business 
one. 
W e 
were old 
friends and oiir meeting w’ould have 
been a social ene. 
If I had realized 
that the feeling of 5Irs. Bradley to­ 
ward the ex-senator w'as so desperate 
I am sure I could have induced him 
to m arry her. 
51rs. Bradley did not 
call upon me to aid her in any way, 
and I did not have any reason to an­ 
ticipate this trouble.” 
XVasbington 
dispatches 
yesterday 
stated that 51 rs. Brad lev learned last 


week that Senator Brown, who had 
cast her off last summer, was to meet 
.Mrs. Adams in New’ 5’ork, 
She at 
once formed suspicions, and, follow­ 
ing the senator east, shot him. 
Mrs. Adams, speaking of this phase 
of the case, said: 
“ It appears chat 5Irs. Bradley saw* 
my letter, telling the ex-senator that 
I would be in New Y ork during th 3 
holidays and in her condition of mind 
it was the final aggravation that led 
her to shoot him. 
I can explain every­ 
thing tliai I have written him. 
I hope 
that the public will not put a wrong 
interpretation upon things until the 
facts are known. 
The letters were 
merely business letters to him as my 
attorney or friendly letters that might 
Iiavc been written any good friend.”
